Maynard J. Middleton, 44, of 
Xenia, narrowly escaped serious 
injury Thursday afternoon when

Verticle Supports Damaged

Fissel said the 
truck,

with five or six tons of coal, turned 
on its left side and slid against

bridge.

covered the bridge. Three verticle 
supports in the center

I bridge were damaged. One was 
broken and two were bent. 
The front end of 
the 
truck 
went over the side of the bridge 
and the front wheels fell into the 
creek. Although the cab was dam­ 
aged Mr. Middleton escaped with 
a slight cut on the forehead and 
bruises. He did not require med­ 
ical aid. The driver has only one 
arm. 
Repair Work Ordered 
Because of the damaged sup­ 
ports, highway officials ordered 
the bridge closed to traffic and 
repairs were started immediately. 
They believed the work could be 
completed Saturday and the high­ 
way opened to Sunday traffic. 
Traffic was being detoured over 
the Bazore mill road and state 
route 277 through Atlanta.

ably night sessions. 
“It has been my purpose to ad­ 
journ daily about 5 p. rn.,” he said, 
“but if senators do not stay on 
the floor and if we fail to transact 
business there will have to be 
longer sessions.” 
Quorum Needed 
His reprimand came after two 
calls to produce a quorum and led 
to a motion to have the sergeant 
at arms round up members. The 
tangle caused an hour’s idleness 
in the chamber. 
Connally said there 
was 
no 
chance of the sponsors of the mea­ 
sure succeeding in invoking clo­ 
ture to end the debate. 
Asked how long the bill would 
be up for consideration, Connally 
replied: "U ntil about 3 o’clock— 
but I don’t know what day.” 
Sen. William E. Borah, R. Ida., 
who will oppose the bills as un­ 
constitutional, probably will de­ 
lay his address until Monday. 
Sponsors of the measure, led by 
Sen. Robert F. Wagner, D. N. Y., 
and Sen. Frederick Van Nuys, D. 
Ind., continued confident that a 
vote w’ould be possible on the bill 
within a week or ten days. Bark­

The committee which will direct 
the revision was appointed in 1929 
and spent eight years exploring 
the need of further editing the 
American Standard Edition.

years valuable m anuscript m ater­ 
ials were discovered which would 
“constitute resources for the bet 
ter 
understanding of 
the New 
Testam ent.” 
The King Jam es version, over 
which a committee of 101 Amer­ 
ican and English scholars 
toiled 
for 10% years on revision of the 
New Testam ent and 14 years on 
the Old Testam ent, was published 
May 20, 1881. In New York alone 
200,000 copies were sold on 
that 
day. The American Standard Edi 
tion, which appeared 36 years ago 
contained the readings preferred 
by the American committee.

Q uestions and Answers 


What is the proper ti ay to roast 
poultry? 
I ani especially interest­ 
ed in methods for chicken and tur­ 
key. 
It is no longer thought necessary 
to use a covered roaster for poultry 
roasting. Any pan, with sides deep 
enough to provide basting, if you 
wish to baste, is usable. 
Sides I 
to 2 inches deep are suggested. 
Have the oven temperature 350 de­ 
grees for chicken, and 300 degrees 
for turkey. Chicken will require 30 
minutes to the pound for thorough 
doneness, and turkey wilt be beau­ 
tifully browned and done in 20 min­ 
utes per pound, 
lf your poultry is 
not very fat you may wish to baste. 
Use melted butter and hot water 
for banting and do not open the 
oven more than once every 15 min­ 
utes. 
If the basting slows 
up 
browning, the tem perature may be 
increased the last few minutes or 
you might reduce the frequency of 
the basting. 


What is the difference between a 
eala ham, a cottage ham, and a 
regular ham? 
A “regular” ham is the cured 
hind legs of a pork. 
The “cala” 
style ham is cured pork shoulder, 
while the smaller “cottage” ham is 
the inside shoulder muscle which 
has been removed and cured. These 
cuts may all be cured in the same 
manner. 
The only difference be­ 
tween them is in the location from 
which they were taken. 


flow are radish roses made? 
I 
would also appreciate suggestions 
for garnish I might use for holiday 
entertaining. 
Radish roses are easily made by 
crisping the radishes and cleaning 
them, leaving the stem end with a 
fresh leaf if possible. 
Make a ros­ 
ette by slicing the radish from the 
tip end toward the stem, making 
each “petal” the same size as the 
others. 
A fter chilling in ice cold 
water the radishes will curl to re­ 
semble roses. 
A similar method 
can be tried for cucumbers, to make. 
a green flower for garnishing hol­ 
iday trays and platters. 
Cut the 
cucumber in half cross-wise, then 
cut petals toward the ends stopping 
about an inch from the tip. 
Each 
petal should be about Vt inch wide. 
For the center stamen the cucum­ 
ber may be cut to a point or shaped 
to resemble a flower center. 
A fter 
chilling, the petals will curl to 
closely duplicate a flower of the 
lily type. 
This garnish sets up so 
that the petals are in full view, 
thus adding color and freshness to 
the dish. 
Celery curls, julienne carrots and 
beets cut in intricate shapes add 
much color and beauty to any food 
which they decorate.

Jackson probably was a natural 
selection for the national admini­ 
stration 
to 
make 
aa its anti­ 
monopoly spokesman rn connection 
With its campaign to counteract 
the economic recession. 
He would seem to have been a 
natural choice because trust bust­ 
ing has been his justice depart­ 
mental specialty. He was particu­ 
larly assigned to it and is an ex­ 
pert at it. 
He has plenty of ability and is a 
forceful talker—well qualified to 
do justice to any cause he is plead­ 
ing, if it really is a meritorious 
one. 
Incidentally he is quite generally 
supposed to be President Roose­ 
velt's preference as his 
White 
House successor. Others previous­ 
ly have been similarly mentioned, 
but Jackson most recently. At all 
events, he frequently has been sug­ 
gested 
aa 
a 
more-than-possible 
Democratic nominee at the head 
of his party's ticket in 1940. 
Quite likely the president be­ 
lieved that he was doing him a 
favor by shoving him into the

THE IDEA of germs everywhere 
may lead an unduly timorous per­ 
son to an attempted avoidance of 
all the many objects with which 
our manner of 
living brings us 
into c o n t a c t . 
M o r e rational 
people, drawing 
upon their expe­ 
rience of gener­ 
al freedom from 
disease, realize 
that s u c h an 
avoidance is fu­ 
tile and unnec­ 
essary. 
The telephone 
is an instrument 
that comes in 
pretty Intimate 
contact with a 
large number of people in all walks 
of life and all states of health. Yet 
the fact is, that after the most 
painstaking investigations, the use 
of millions of telephones every day 
for tens of millions of conversations 
has not produced one authenticated 
case of disease transmission by the 
use of the telephone. 
The question has engaged the at­ 
tention of the medical profession, 
and of public health services here 
and abroad. Al! the telephone com- 
oanies of Europe and the United 
States have repeatedly studied the 
question, and have sponsored inves­ 
tigation. 
The use of devices to make the 
mouthpiece more sanitary has been 
advocated by a number of invent­ 
ors, but the experience of all the 
companies has been that these in­ 
terfere with the efficiency of the j 
telephone without serving any use 
:ul purpose. 
The most successful of the solu 


tions used to try to sterilize the 
telephone transmitter are heralded 
to the user by a strong odor. This 
gives a sense of safety, but the best 
germicides are not necessarily the 
ones with the most medicinal odor. 
Fortunate Fact 
It is a fortunate fact that most 
germs (and all viruses which cause 
so many human diseases, including 
the common cold) do not live on

non-living surfaces. To keep them 
alive they must be in contact with 
living tissue, and human living tis­ 
sue at that. 
Columbia university, 
in 
New 
York, and the University of Chi­ 
cago, concluded extensive bacteri­ 
ological tests in our two largest 
cities. 
A bacteriologist went on 
rounds of a large number of tele­ 
phones, preferably public 'phones, 
and wiped a sterile moistened swab 
over the mouthpiece. Then 
he 
made cultures from these swabs to 
see what kind of bacteria he had. 
In both cities harmless bacteria 
were found and a few types of dis­ 
ease-producing b a c t e r i a were 
found. 
In Chicago, no diphtheria, 
no tuberculosis and no pneumonia 
germs were found. 
In the New 
York study no diphtheria and no 
tuberculosis were found, but some 
pneumonia types were found in the 
winter and spring months. 
In Chicago, studies were made to 
see how long pathogenic bacteria 
would live on the telephone trans­ 
mitters. Ninety per cent of germs 
were dead within one hour, and 
nearly all of them died within fif­ 
teen minutes.

7— (UP) — 
The senate committee investigat­ 
ing “legal graft” in Ohio govern­ 
ment today studied testimony of a 
Columbus hardware dealer who 
stated that he had paid a three per 
cent commission to a politician for 
getting him business with the 
highway department. 
H. F. Steele, who said he had 
done business with the highway 
department for “15 to 30 years,” 
told the committee he was solicited 
for a “percentage” by William J. 
Coggin, former Ashtabula attor­ 
ney and 
political 
associate of 
Francis W. Poulson, state Demo­ 
cratic chairman. 
The witness produced cancelled 
checks, made out to W. J. Coggin, 
which he said represented four of 
several payments made between 
June, 1935, and Jan. I, 1936, and 
totaling between $700 and $800. 
Part Cash, Part C hecks 
Steele said part of the payments 
were in checks and part in cash. 
One of the checks was for $150 
and three were for $25. 
“Mr. Coggin first came to me 
in the Summer of 1935,” Steele 
testified. “I never saw him before 
that. He wanted 7V2 percent com­ 
mission on the business I did. 
I 
did not agree to this and he told 
me he got business for oil, gaso­ 
line and liquor companies doing 
business with the state. 
“Finally I agreed to pay him 
three percent. 
He came back on 
the first of the month and told me 
how much I owed him.” 
Steele said he ended his con­ 
nection with Coggin in January 
1936, and “immediately after that 
my business with the highway de­ 
partment fell off to practically 
nothing.” 
“In January, he came into my 


office claiming I owed him $154. 
He was very rough and abusive. 
He pounded on my desk and said 
if I didn’t pay him I’d be sorry. 
He told me how cheap I was and 
that some oil company had just 
paid him $900. 
He had a check 
from an oil company and one from 
a distillery with him, and quite a 
large amount of cash. 
“I told him to get out of my 
office. 
Early in November of 
1936, he called me up and said: 
‘The election is just a little way 
off and I want to know what 
you’re going to do.’ 
He said if I 
didn’t pay him, he was going to 
scratch mc off the list and write 
a nice letter about me to someone. 
I don’t know who he meant,” 
Coggin was called as a witness 
before Steele. 
Coggin refused to 
answer questions of James Met- 
zenbaum, committee counsel, on 
the ground that his constitutional 
rights were being violated. 
Statement Read 
He took from his pocket a state­ 
ment 
which 
charged 
that 
the 
questions were "an attmpet to pry 
into 
my 
private 
and 
personal 
affairs.” 
“I am not refusing to answer 
these questions because of my wil- 
fullness in a stubborn sense,” he 
said. 
“My refusal is based upon 
a belief that this committee is 
without lawful power or jurisdic­ 
tion.” 
Metzenbaum 
contended 
that 
“members of the senate are en­ 
titled to know whether eomomdi- 
ties purchased by the state are be­ 
ing purchased at the best possible 
price or whether sizeable commis­ 
sions are included in the price.” 
Coggin was dismissed as a wit­ 
ness. 
“When 
the 
committee 
really 
wants his full testimony and when 
the time is right, Mr. Coggin will 
testify and the courts will compel 
him to do so,” Metzenbaum said. 
Steele testified that he made 
only two percent profit on some 
of the “commission” business. 
“You see, you were one of his 
clients,” Metzenbaum said. 
“Well, you have to pay for legal 
services, I guess, ” Steel replied 
and those in the hearing room 
laughed. 
When he discharged Coggin and 
his business with the highway de­ 
partment fell off, Steele said, he 
went to highway officials and 
asked to be permitted to bid on 
purchase of tools and supplies. He 
said he finally went to see High­ 
way Director John Jaster, jr., and 
that his name was restored to the
